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Borden Declares Negotiations | 
Are Under Way to Take Over 
Both G.T.P and Grand Trunk: 


Predicts Time When All Land Transportation Facilities Will Be 
Amalgamated into One System Carried on Under One Manage- 
ment—Warning Regarding Grand Trunk Is Given by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier 


OTTAWA, May 15.—Negotiations for government acquisition 
of the Grand Trunk railway and the Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
Were announced in the House of Commons today by Premier Borden. 

The G.T.P., he declared, was another ‘‘enterprise, to which the 
credit of Canadian people has been committed, and in my judgment 
it is expedient to maintain it, and not permit it to go into liquida- 
tion,’’ 

The taking over of the Grand Trunk Pacific practically involved 
the taking over of the Grand Trunk as well, he added, and confiden- 
tial negotiations had been opened with the Grand Trunk railway. 

‘“We have,’’ declared Sir Robert, ‘‘made what we regard as a 
reasonable-offer, somewhat along the lines suggested in the Drayton- 
Acworth report, but somewhat more favorable to the Grand Trunk | 
than the proposal made in that report. They have replied to us by 
making a counter-offer which is of such a nature that we did not 
consider we could ask parliament to accept it.’’ 

One System Ultimately 

The government had then proposed that if no agreement cotld 
be reached the question should be submitted to arbitration without 
fixing any limit, which was done in the case of the C.N.R. | 

During the summer, Sir Robert added, the sub-committee of the

Sir Robert em- 
asized that while a road owned by 
the Canadian people must be subject 
tp the driection and control of the peo- 
the, yet it was absolutely essential 
that political influence should be elim- 
inated from its administration. It was 
intended to operate the road through 
a reconstituted board of directors, 
consisting of the best men it was pos- 
sible to obtain.

Sir Robert gave a statement show- 
ing the financial standing of the sys- 
tem, Total Habilities were given as 
$438,264,377 as against assets of $530,- 
437,885. 

Premier Vague, Says Laurier 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said the prime 
minister had been very vague as to 
the organization under which the C, 
N.R, was to run. “Why walt until the 
arbitration proceedings were over be- 
fore re-organizing the road?” Sir Wil- 
frid asked, 

Sir Wilfrid declared further that the 
management of the Grand Trunk 
should not be in London. If the gov- 
ernment was thinking of taking over 
the G.T.R., he added, he would warn 
it that the road was loaded with bad 
securities, 

Discussion of the railway situation 
was continued at the evening sitting. 
Mr. Mackie, Edmonton, would have 
preferred a declaration by the prime 
minister of public ownership, not of} 
railroads only, but of other great 
means of transportation, 

“On Great Railway Drunk” | 

“Canada,” declared R, L, Richard-| 
eon, Springfield, Man., “has been on} 
a great railway drunk for the past 25 
years, and now it is calléd upon to 
pay the penalty.” He thought the G. 
T.P. should be allowed to go into 
liquidation and urged the government 
not to pay attention to the “financiers 
of Toronto and Montreal.” 

Taurier States Views 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in considering 
the railway situation, referred at the 
outset to the difficulties which ac- 
companied railway construction, in 
the middle of the nineteenth century 
on this continent. At the time the 
Grand Trunk was introduced, railway 
construction was comparatively new 
and government assistance was neces- 
sary at the time of the initiation of 
the road. 

It was doubtful even today, said Sir | 
Wilfrid, whether the  Intercolonial 
railway was a success, but no one re- 
gretted its construction, because,with- 
out it Confederation would have not 
existed. The Canadian Pacific railway 
had been built altogether at the ex- 
pense of the Canadian people. The 
terms granted to the company had 
been generous—extravagant in fact, 
but those terms saved the project 
from collapse at times. 

At a later date in the history of 
the Dominion, said Sir Wilfrid, the 
government of which he was premier 
came to the conclusion that another 
transcontinental road was needed if 
the country was to be developed as it 
should, The West was opening up 
very fast. He dissented from the! 
statement which had been made that 
only one transcontinental railroad 
was needed in Canada, The United 
States had seven such railways. We 
had not yet acquired a proper appre- 
clation of the vast resources of the 
Canadian West which would be de- 
veloped by railways. 

Surprised by Production in West 

In the period which’ had elapsed | 
since the construction of the national 
transcontinental railroad, they had 
been surprised by the great production | 
along the lines of that railway in al 
section which was supposed to be 
barren and unproductive. The pro- 
gress of this road had been deterred 
by the death of President C. M. Hayes, 
of the G.T.R., which Sir Wilfrid re- 
ferred to as a national calamity, 

The C.N.R., said Sir Wilfrid, had as 
large a future as any road in Ameri- 
ca, Its Western section, from Winni- 
peg to Edmonton, passed through a 
rich territory, Every mile was pro- 


ductive, The other sections of the! 
road, for the most part, passed | 
through good country. He did not} 


wish to criticize Mackenzie and Mann, | 
the former owners of the road, He} 
thought that, if the war had not brok- 
en out in 1914, they would probably 
have been able to carry their project 
to a successful conclusion, They had 
shown great enterprise. 

The management of the G.T.R., said 
Sir Wilfrid, should not be located in 
London. This had been a great handi- 
cap to the road. If the government! 
was thinking of taking over this road, 
he wished to warn it that the road 
was loaded with bad securities. 

Sir Robert Borden, said the leader 
sf the opposition, had been very vague 


as to the organization under which 

the C.N.R. was to be run, He said 

that he wanted to wait until the arbi- 

tration was over before announcing 

re-organization of the system, 
Waiting Is Useless 

Why wait, queried Sir Wilfrid? 
There was nothing to be gained, The 
railroad was now the property of the 
people of Canada and an immediate 
start on its re-organization should be 
made, 

Political patronage, he said, had 
been the bane of the railway situation 
in Canada, Sir Wilfrid wished to sug- 
gest to the government one way of 
eliminating it. They might appoint a 
commission, absolutely non-political 
in its character, consisting of three 
members, and place the direction of 
the road fn its hands. This had been 
done in connection with the govern- 
ment of the District of Columbia, 
where the capital of the United States 
was situated, and had been found to 
work out well. 

Mr. Mackie, Edmonton. Wast,—re- 
marked that Western men would re- 
ceive the prime minister's declaration 
with a great deal of satisfaction, Mr.

At that time the Canadian 
Northern railway had obtained consid- 
erable development in the western 
sections of the country and had begun 
to feel the necessity for expansion to 
the east. It seemed beyond question, 
said Sir Robert, that if an arrange- 
ment had been consummated at this 
time betwen the G.T.R. in the east and 
the C.N.R. in the west whereby the 
two systems would have been combin- 
ed, both railways would now be in 
good condition and be able to, lend 
money to the country, instead of bor- 
rowing. That course, however, had 
not been adopted and the project of 
the National Transcontinental  rail- 
way was proceeded with, 

Ald for C.N.R. 

Shortly after this, the government 
found it necessary to grant aid to the 
Canadian Northern railway and later 
on, in 1910-1911, further assistance 
was given this road, in order that 
1,000 miles to connect its eastern and 
western lines might be constructed.

DUKE OF NORTHUMBERLAND DEAD 


LONDON, May 15.—Henry George Percy, seventh Duke of North- | 


umberland, died last night at Alnwick Castle, 
In 1911 he was appointed Lord High Steward of 
England at the coronation of the King. He was a trustee of the British 
Museum and a former president of the Archaelogical Institute.

|The food control board Issued the fol- 

lowing order on April 26: 
| 1. No person shall operate in Can- 
ada any flour mill, or any mill for the 
| manufacture of any food or food pro- 
duct manufactured from wheat, bar- 
ley, oats, rye, Indian corn or maize, 
| peas or buckwheat, unless such person 
shall have obtained a written license 
from the Canada food board, 

2. The following shall be the fees 
chargeable for a license to operate a 
mil for the manufacture of any food 
or food products manufactured from 
wheat, barley, oats, rye, Indian corn 
or malsze, peas or buckwheat: 

(a) For mills for one hundred bar- 
rel capacity or less per day of twen- 
ty-four hours, the sum of $10; and— 

(b) For every additional one hun- 
dred barrels or fraction thereof an ad- 
ditional sum of $5; but in no case 
shall the fee for such license exceed 


3. Until otherwise directed, each 
and every flour mill operated in Can- 
ada shall mail to the office of the Can- 
ada food board at Ottawa, on the first 
and sixteenth day of each and every 
month, a statement in writing show- 
ing the quantity of wheat ground dur- 
ing the previous half month, and the 
weight of flour produced therefrom, 
and the quantity of wheat used in 
making each barrel of one hundred 
and ninety-six pounds of flour pro- 
duced in said mill, and shall make 
such reports as may be directed from 
time to time by the board, 

4, All licenses shall expire on the 
thirtieth day of November in each 
year 

5. The licensee 6hall place on every 
letterhead, oontract, order, accept- 
ance of order, invoice, price list, quo- 
tation issued and advertisement the} 
words ‘Canada Food Board License!

Kilied by Sniper

“It's flirting with death to try and 
snatch a squint at the Fritzies during 
the daylight hours,” Murphy said. 
“Col. Marshall had thig fact drilled 
Into him thoroughly by his superiors 
and he preached it constantly to his 
men, only to be killed doing it himself, 
“A German sniper shot him through 
the head and he fell without uttering 
a word,” 

Was Democratic Man 

Like most of the Canadian officers, 
Marshall was exceedingly democratic 
in his behavior toward his subordi- 
nates, Murphy tells this story to illus- 
trate the difference between some of 
the Canadian and some of the English 
otfieers: 

“Col, Marshall was as strict asa 
martinet with his men while they were 
on duty, but once through they could 
do as they pleased and he was jus: 
‘Col. Bob’ to the boys away from busi- 
ness, One day an arrogant English 
military junker—oh, yes, they have a 
few ay well as the Germans—com- 
mented on the fact that one of Col. 
Marshall's men had neglected to give 
him the military sglute. 

“*"That's a most unpardonable 
breach of military etiquette; I don’t 
see why you allow it,’ dec'ared the 
Britisher, 

“ ‘Allow what?’ inquired Col, Mar- 
shall, 

“Failure to salute,’ sald the Eng- 
lishman. ' 

“'My boys are good shooters and 
Satur retorted Col, Marshail, with 
a twinkle, Col, Marshall was a strik- 
ing example of the kind of Canadian 
military leaders who have endeared 
themselves go thoroughly to their men, 
that the rank and file stand ready to 
follow 
death,” 

German Trenches Narrow 

Sergt. Murphy says he noticed that 
the German trenches were much nar- 
rower than the Allied battle lines. 

“Our holes were generally dug four 
feet in width, so that the man can 
move around comfortably, and it !s 
easy for each man to carry his own 
equipment from one tunnel to the 
other, 

“Some of the German holes I tn- 
spected were only two feet wide. I 
should say they are safer for the men, 
as it is much easier to obtain” the 
gauge and drop a shall into a four- 
foot hole than a two-foot one.

Trap for Germans 

Plug Street’ is really a thick for- 
est, with strong defences provided by 
nature," declared Murphy. “Military 
engineers added artificlal ‘bunkers,’ as 
one would say inegolf, and the Ger- 
mans found it a terrible trap, 

“They are heading for the same spot 
again and they'll fare as they did in 
1915, There isn’t a chance for the 
German army, with Von Hindenburg 
and Mackensen bossing the job, to get 
by ‘Plug Street.’ 

“Gen. Byng, who was made a ileu- 
tenant-general for meritorious work 
at Cambrai last year, was in command 
of all the Canadians whien I first land- 
ed {n France," added Murphy. 

“The men liked him and had per- 
fect confidence in his military abilty, 
but he wasn't one of them, and the 
time came when the genera) staff ot 
the English army realized that 
would be more politic to place the su- 
preme Canadian command in _ the 
hands of a Dominion man. That's how 
Gen, Currie came to eucceed Gen. 
Byng, who later distinguished himself 
at Cambral."

ally expressed their delight at his ac- 
quaintance,

PRAISES AIR CORPS AMERICANS ARE 


Writes Optimistic Letter to Ed- 
monten Friends on War 
Conditions 


W. J. Carter, of Third stret, has 
received a letter from Major Pete 
Anderson, who left Edmonton with the 
101st in August, 1914, was captured 
by the Germans at the second battle 
of Ypres, and made a sensational es- 
cape from German custody. The let- 
ter is dated Folkstone, April 20, and 
is written in very optimistic tone re- 
garding war conditions. He speaks 
very highiy cf the air service, Ap- 
parently Btayor Anderson is on special 
Service, as he speaks of having just 
came out from France and will return 
in a few days. He speaks of having 
seen a number of Edmonton men re- 
cently, both in England and in France. 
He mentions that on April 24 it 
would be “just three years since Fritz 
Sook rao home with him on my birth- 

ay,’ 

He mentions that his son, Bert, Is 
{nvalided home to Canada, wounded, 
and that he will leave England e6oon, 
He remarks: “He was only over 
there a few months, Fortune of war, 
I suppose.” 

Major Andereon is an eld-timer of 
Edmonton, and established the press- 
ed brick plant on the South Side, He 
always took an interest in military 
matters and went overseas as an offi- 
cer of the 10ist. When that battalion 
was broken up he was transferred to 
a Toronto battalion and placea in 
charge of a sniping section. Hé was 
an excellent rifle shot. As already 
stated, he was captured at the battle 
of Langemark, or second battie of 
Ypres, but escaped from the German 
prison camp a few months afterwards, 
He was one of the first British pris- 
oners to make a successful escape, On 
reaching England he was presented to 
the king and also the queen dowager, 
He ig of Danish birth. He has many 
friends in Edmonton, who wish him 
all success and a safe return,

Not Required to Register, But 
Can Volunteer for 
Service

American consular 
has issued the 


Hyatt Cox, 
agent for Edmonton, 
following statement: 

“In view of the recent order for the 
registration of men 19 years of age, 
it should be stated that at the present 
time American citizens are not subject 
to the Military Service Act of Canada 
and should not register thereunder 
unless they wish to volunteer for ser- 
vice with the Canadian forces. The 
consulate hag lad many requests for 
intervention on behalf of Americans 
who, through erroneous advice, regis- 
tered or claimed exemption under the 
Military Service act last autumn; and 
it fa to obviate as far as possible a 
repetition of this that the present an- 
nouncement is made. Each man 
should, of course, be sure of his citi- 
zenship; and !f any uncertainty exists, 
the advice of the consulate should be 
sought. The proper time to do this ie 
now, not after registering and being 
drafted, In this connection it is well 
to state that when a father (or moth- 
er, if a widow) has become naturalisz- 
ed as a British subject in Canada, 
every child of euch father or mother 
who, while a minor, became resident 
with such father or mother in Can- 
ada, is a British subject in Canada if 
the parents’ naturalization occurred 
during the child’s minority, This is 
not always true, howeyer, of persons 
whose parents were naturalized under 
the Naturalization Act of 1914. 

“American citizene of Canadian 
draft age are urged to obtain legal 
proof of their American citizenship, 
if they have not already done.so, as 
upon them will rest the burden of 
proving that they are British subjects 
Hable to draft under the Military Ser- 
vice act."

About all that seems to be 
known generally as to the regu- 
lations forbidding flour hoarding 
is that such regulations have been 
passed. Precisely what they may 
be is a dark mystery to the man 
on the street and the woman in 
the kitchen. The same is largely 
true of the restrictions recently 
imposed upon the use of sugar. 
Ignorance of the law may be no 
excuse in court, but knowledge of 
what the law requires is the first 
condition of its observance. The 
government should advertise its 
food regulations where the public 
may look for information on pub- 
lie matters—that is, in the news- 


papers. 


‘‘Recognition’’ Due, Pal 

Trotzky and his friends have 
favored the world with a press 
dispatch to the effect that ‘“There 
isa growing disposition in Russia 
to accept Allied aid if the En- 
tente powers will recognize the 
Bolsheviki government.’’? No 
doubt—or on any other terms. 

The ‘‘growing disposition’’ to 
permit the Allies to free Russia 
of its invaders, it is to be suspect- 
ed, has been growing pretty fast, 
is now quite general among those 
Russians whom nature blessed 
with sense enough to know when 
they are being pummelled and 
robbed, and is not at all associat- 
ed with a stipulation that the res- 
cuers must treat the Russian 
agents of Berlin with deferential 
care, 

All the Russians who are worth 
aiding or who deserve to be aid- 
ed are those who are trying to aid 
themselves by bringing about the 
downfall of Trotzky and his asso- 
ciated assassins. Civilization owes 
nothing to the Bolsheviki save 
punishment for their crimes 
against Russia and their treason 
to the cause of human safety, May 
fate soon send the day when the 
Allies can ‘‘recognize’’ the Bol- 
sheviki on a scaffold. 


Emphasizing the Moral. 


Two forceful reminders that no 
time should be lost in getting the 
city under a tax system that will 
bring in revenue are before the 
city council. One is a communi- 
cation from the bank breaking the 
unwelcome news that the interest 
on civic loans has been raised from 
six to six and a half, per cent, The 
other is a bylaw providing for 
the extension of the two million 
dollars worth of debentures ma- 
turing on July Ist. To effect this 
extension the council propose to 
pay a bonus of two per cent. to a 
bond company for getting the 
consent of the holders, another 
two per cent. to the holders for 
giving the consent, and _ the 
charges of a bank for making the 
transfer, On the deal the city will 
be out eighty thousand dollars 
cash plus the charges of the bank, 
The urgent need of imposing taxes 
where money can be got, and thus 
keeping down our temporary bank 
loans and cutting dewn our ma- 
turing obligations as much as 
possible, is surely plain, 


How Much Conscription? 


Hon, A, L. Sifton is credited 
with informing the delegation of 
Ontario farmers that the govern- 
ment has said its last werd as to 
the conscription of farmer’s sons, 
In that event it would help to an 
intelligent understanding of the 
position, and to the necessary re- 
adjustment of the food produe- 
tion effort, if the government 
~ould issue a statement setting 


forth clearly what that last word 
is. 

Divers and sundry dispatches 
from Ottawa in recent weeks 
have suggested some measure of 
modification of the original in- 
tention. to conscript, without re- 
gard to occupation or circum- 
stance, all men between the ages 
of twenty, and twenty-three. If 
the order-in-council has been mod- 
ified, whether it has been, or to 
what extent, are questions to 
which it is in the highest degree 
important that there should be 
clear and immediate understand- 
ing. Just ‘‘where we are at’’ in 
the new conscription policy 
should be made plain by a clear- 
cut statement from headquarters, 


Courage Versus Indifference. 


The Saskatoon Daily Star 
(Unionist), says ‘‘it would take 
‘“courage to remove the duties on 
‘agricultural implements.’’ Per- 
haps so. But it takes a callous in- 
difference to the national inter- 
ests and to world hunger not to 
do it. 


A Commentary.

A Victim of ‘‘Kultur.’’ 


Dr. Beland, member of the Ca- 
nadian Parliament and minister in 
the late Dominion Government, 
has finally been released from Ger- 
many, after nearly four years’ de- 
tention, and after suffering abuse 
and hardship some particulars of 
which have got past the Kaiser's 
censors and found their way into 
the newspapers. 

Sheer malice alone can explain 
the arrest and detention of Dr. Be- 
land, and his subjection to the 
course of studied and inhuman 
treatment disclosed by the facts 
which have already become known 
to his countrymen, He was not a 
military man. His imprisonment 
could do no good to the enemy 
cause. His release could have done 
it no harm. No pretense of ‘‘mili- 
tary necessity’? can justify the 
case of this middle-aged profes- 
sional man carried into captivity 
and kept there with no possible 
purpose of military advantage to 
be gained. 

Dr. Beland was in Belgium when 
the war began. He treated the 
wounded. That seems to be the 
sum of the offence for which he 
was doomed to arrest, imprison- 
ment, separation from his wife, 
and whatever other forms of abuse 
Hunnish ingenuity may have sug- 
gested, He belongs to the army of 
those who have suffered outrage 
at the hands of the new barbarians 
as the penalty for being civilized 
human beings. His name will be 
associated in the memory of his 
countrymen with that of Nurse 
Cavell. 


Why He Kicks, 

Supposition that the Ontario 
farmer was swept off his feet last 
fall by enthusiasm to ‘‘back the 
boys’’ and ‘‘win the war’’ is dis- 
pelled by the matter-of-fact repre- 
sentations put before Sir Robert 
Borden by the delegation of On- 
tario farmers who invaded Ottawa 
this week. 

The substance of these repre- 
sentations is that the Union 
Government ran the elections and 
the Military Service Act side by 
side for political results; that they 
promised exemption wholesale to 
Ontario farmers under the pro- 
visions of the act in return for 
their votes at the elections; and 
that, having got the votes, they re- 
fuse to deliver the exemption.

The 
total area burned over was 236,186 
acres, of which only 2,825 acres was 
merchantable timber land; 16,226 
acres contained valuable reproduction, 
and 159,386 acres were classified as 
cut-over, old burn not restocking, or 
unmerchantable mature timber, The 
total damage done is estimated at 
$291,726,

MISSION SCHOOL 


There has been a Methodist mission 
at the Indian settlements of White- 
fish and Goodfish lakes for over 
fifty years. These lakes are part of 
the headwaters of the Beaver and 
Churchill rivers, and are about 120 
miles northeast of Edmonton. Mr, J. 

Youmans, of Red Deer, taught a 
Methodist mission school there before 
and up to the time of the rebellion 
of 1885, The Whitefish Lake In- 
dians have the distinction of having 
maintained thelr loyalty during the 
rebellion, During the latter part of 
the past winter Mr. Youmans taught 
school in the same settlement, Ho 
writes to the Red Deer Advocate an 
account of the changes he found: 
Editor of the Red Deer Advocate. 

Dear Sir: To redeem my promiso 
and to let my Red Deer friends know 
where and what I am at, I am writing 
you. 

To help out in a case of emergency, 
T agreed to teach this school for threu 
months, which I have nearly com- 
pleted, 

Nearly forty years ago, in 1880, my 
wife and I came to teach the White- 
fish Lake mission schools, I find that 
my old patrons and pupils have nearly 
all moved south to Goodfish Lake 
here, and some east to Saddle Lake. 
Some of my pupils are the children of 
my former pupils, and I have seen 
some of their grandchildren under 
school age, 

I was agreeably surprised to find 
such commodious and comfortable 
school buildings, all put up by the 
government. They consist of four 
rooms—viz., a good-sized schoolroom 
with seating accommodation for 24 
pupils and ample platform espace, a 
large lunchroom, a storeroom and a 
woodroom and two verandahs, There 
are twelve windows, five doors and a 
bell in the bellfry on top. The school- 
room is furnished with modern single 
school desks, teacher's table, black- 
boards, maps, globe, looking glaes, etc. 
The ample schoolyard is surrounded 
by a good picket fence, as is also the 
teacher's residence, 

There is no free lunch now, on ac- 
count of the war, so many of the pu- 
Pilg bring lunches for themselves. 
They attend school fairly well, even 
in the coldest weather, Some wear 
buckskin coats, some cloth overcoats, 
which In olden time was not thought 
of. Now, in warmer, sloppy weather 
some wear rubbers over thelr mocca- 
sins, another of the innovations, There 
are 80 many improvements that I 
often feel like a Rip Van Winkle, 
waking up to find that the world has 
been marching on, even without my 
help or direction. TI find in some of 
thelr houses evidences of thrift. They 
are all shingle-roofed, many of them 
have an upper chamber, The old fire- 
place, which was so useful for ventila- 
tion as well as for light and heat, has 
given way to stoves and coal-oil 
lamps, Every house has both a 
heater and a cooking stove, even those 
that have only one room downstairs. 
In the houses of the thrifty, there is 
a great display of kitchen utensils on 
the wall behind the steel range. In 
every room there are one or more 
tables and several chairs and benches. 
We frequently see tablecloth, clocks, 
etc,, on the tables. In some of the 
families they have oilcloth and use the 
table for eating at. The old custom 
was to eat sitting on the floor. 

There are sore hip-roofed barns, tn 
which they stable their fine horses, 
and a very few houses, one just oppo- 
site the school premises, cost some 
two thousand dollars, and would com- 
pare favorably with a firéi-Glass farm 
house In a white man’s neighborhood. 
The owner of the house has a general 
|; store, three or four teams of horses, 
forty head of cattle, ight and heavy 
wagons, buggy, sleighs, plows, fan- 
ning mill, etc., and barbed-wire fence. 
He seems to be quite an up-to-date 
farmer. Nor is he the only one who 
has a good turnout, I have counted 
six coming our way from church, 
Each man cultivates from ten to 
seventy-five acres of land, 

They are quite zealous in religious 
lines, too. There are several class 
leaders and local preachers. The ser- 
vices are well attended, both Sunday 
and week evenings. I enjoy singing 
the old hymns with them. Some of 
them have good voices—almost as 
good as ihe former generation,
